Reconstruction is dealt with at present 
ia seotion 4 (1) (f) of Ordinance No, 14 
of 1922. That paragraph provides that a 
dJesaor can recover possession in order to 
reconstritcet upon giving three months 
notice to the tenant, provided that the 
notice is accompanied hy a certificate 
from the Building Authority to the effect 
that the intended reconstruction will be 
such,as to make the building a new build- 

wing within the meaning’ of Ordinance No. 
1 of 11903, The present ‘hill proposes to 
enact that the notice to quit shalt not be 
valid unless the certificate of the Build- 
iag Authority which is served with. it coa- 
“tains also av statement to the effect that 
the intended reconstruction is desirable. 
- Clause 3 af the bill provides that the 
certificate ig not to be given unless’ the 
Buildin Authority is of opinion that the 
_ condition of the” domestic tgnement in 
question is such ay to make the intended 
regonstruction desirable, An appeal is 
provided to the Governer-in-Council On 
auch appeal the Governor-in-Couneil will 
have an unfettered discretion. and will not 
be limited.to the consideration of the 
-eondition of the building. This is in 
order to moet such special cases as the 
erection of,a large modern building on 
the silc.of several amall and-old houses, 
1, or the fresh development -and laying-out 
ef an entire block.

“ FULL COURT JUDGMENT. 


CHARTER PARTY CASE APPEAL 
*“DESMISSED, 


SIN SKINNER TURNER DISAGREES. 


At the Supreme Court on Saturday 
morning, judgmeit was delivered on_an 
‘appeal, which was heard before a Full, 
Court ta November last, the Court con- 
sisting of the Chicf Justice (Sir William 
Rees-Davies), Sir Skinner» Turner of 
HBM, Suprenie Court, Shanghai, and 
the Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice Gompertz). 

Tho sitting of the Full Court arose out 
of an appeal against the decision of 
the Chief Justice (Sir William -Rees- 
Davies) in ow Charter Party agreement 
action. In Novewber of 1918, it) was 
agreed between the Cheong Yue Steam- 
ship Co.,Ltd, of Hongkong, and a» firm 
of Indian merchants, named ‘Dharsi Malji 
and others, of Chitagong. India, that the 
sa, Singaporean would .be chartored to 
the merchants from April Ist, 1917, for 
ten months, at 828,000 per month. In 
Mareh,. 1917, however, the ship. was com- 
mandeered, by the Naval ‘authorities at 
Singapore and when the charterers learn- 
ed of that fact. they seat a telegram to 
the ship's owners saying they would re- 
quite the vessel when she wns released. 

‘hat release did not come about. until 
March 1919,—two years Inter— and the 
charterérs then refused to. take her, claim- 
ing thatthe charter purty had expired. 
The Cheong, Yue Steamship Co., however, 
maintained ‘that -the telegram was bind- 
ing. An ¢x parte arbitration took. place 
as a result of which ‘the owners were 
awarded (3164,849.87 as damages. In 
order to enforce that award, the case was 
brought before the ‘Chief Justice and his 
decision was that the charterers had: to 
pay. There was an appeal against that 
judgment,. this being tried in ‘November 
last, as "stated above. * ‘ 

The appellants’ case was conducted by 
Mr. C. G. Alabaster, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs, Deacon, Harstow and Shenton), 
while Mr. Eldon Potter, KvC., and Mr. 
F.C. Jenkin (instructed by Messrs. 
MWitkinsen and Grist) appeared for the 
respondents. . ; “ 

Very lengthy written judgments were 
delivered and the following is a summary 
of the judgments by the three Judyes -— 

His Lordship-the Cuizr Justice, in the 
course of his judgment, said that the 
argument before the Court turned largely 
ton the question of jurisdiction of the 
arbitrator and in this direction he entirely 
agreed with the judgment of his learned 
brother (Mr. Justice Gompertz). W 
The respondents’ case was that the dis- 
pute between the parties was covered’ by 
the arbitration clause and that the arbi- 
trator’s decision, whether, right or wrong, 
was final unless it cduld he impugned on 
the ground of fraud or errot of law, on 
the. face of the award, The appellants 

said. that the contract was gone before 
March 1019 and that therefore there was 
no submissidn in existence under the 
charter party which had then run out, 
and they further said that-the question of 
whether the contract: was or’ was not in 
existence at the time of the arbitration 
proceedings was a matter for the Court 
aod not-for the arbitrator’ to decide. 

Numerous authorities had been cited in 
argument, and. if he were to. construe 
them correctly he would be.clear os te 
the conclusion at which ho should arrive. 

His Loydship then proceeded to deal 
with a number of similar cases in which 
‘his Lordship deemed it practicable to set
